This nuraber cf heed rights 
remains stationary, although the actual number of the tribe nay 
Inc ease or decrease, and warious Osage Indians draw rev^ue from or 
are allotted traets of land based upon thalr head rights • The original 
allotment to each Osage Indian consisted of 160 acres as a homestead, 
which was supplemented subsequently by warious other land grants until 
each head right allotment consisted of kpproxiniBtel^/ 657 acres. 

To gire an Idea of the wealth of the Osage Indians in former 
times as compared Wth the large aaofunts of money reeelTed ly th^ 
after oil was •truck on the reserration, the following net per capita 
payment to each Osage Indian entitled to receire income from the common 
fund is set out:

revenue of $241,546,239.82, in addition to various other expenditures 
made in their behalf. 

The tribal officers of the Osage Indians are elected every 
tvo years, and consist of a Chief and Assistant Chief, and of a Tribal 
Council of eight. 

Certificates of competency were issued to Indians deenied tc 
be able to handle their own financial affairs, the recipients being 
peraitted to dispose of their head rights and allotted land holdings 
as they saw fit. 

The number of actual pro<t%iclng oil wells on the reBervation 
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Distribution of the funds to the Oeage Indians differed 
aoaevhet from that of other tribes in that a eoouaon pool vas aade 
of alj. earnings d^lTod from the territory which was dlwided among 
all the Indians of the tribe entitled to allotaient rlg^rts, idiich et 
no time during the last decade has totaled more than two thousand. 

To illustrate the profligacy of the majority of these 
Indians, they owed at the end of the fiscal year 1921 |691,000 to 
. warious Indiwi duals. 

It was no uncommon thing from 1920 to 1925 for the grocery

William F. Smith and W, E. Rale had had an arg'ament about ^6,030 D?hich 
Smith claimed Rale owed him. On the night of !*?arch 10, 1913, the house 
of William £, Smith was blown up, having e five-gallon can of nitro- 
glycerin exploded under it, blowing the house to atoms and killiog 
Rita Smith and Settle Brookshire instantaneously, while mangling the 
body of William I, Smith horribly. Ke lived s fer hours and stated 
hie belief that Hale had had him killed.
